Were you among the fortunate few who were buying at the ‘Low Point” in the market in 
the Autumn of 1966?” Subscribers to the Investors Chronicle News Letter certainly had 
the timely advice of its editor, Peter Doye. The following two extracts are representative 
of his comments then: 

August 30, 1966. FT Index 297.0 ‘‘l believe that it will be those that did not buy 
in the Autumn of 1966 rather than those who did who will be kicking themselves.”
